It is with considerable satisfaction that Tux 
TRIBUNE notes that the local campaign this 
year has been conducted with fewer person- 
al attacks than usual.

HOW TO SEND THE NEGROES NORTH. 

Tux Ourcaco TRIBUNE, on more than one 
occasion during the campaign, has warned 
the Irish voters that their suffrages for Han- 
cock and English, should those two candi- 
dates be successful, will inevitably tend to 
cause an increased negro exodus to the 
North, and it once more reiterates its warn- 
ing, which Irishmen should heed if they have 
any care for their own interests. Just as 
sure as the election of Gen. Garfield will bet- 
ter the political and social condition of the 
negroes in the South, and lufluenee them to 
remain there, just so sure the election of 
Hancock and the ascendency of the South in 
power will be the signa: for a fresh outbreak 
of persecution and a renewal of the exodus 
furor, which has already sent 30,000 negroes 
to Kansas and other localities in the North 
to escape the same brutality and oppression 


to this country. Everything is ripe 
in the South for such an exodus, 
and no thoughtful Irishman can blame 
them for leaving. Their condition in 
the South is almost exactly the same as 
that of the oppressed Irish tenants, They 
are both the victims of cruel landlords. They 
are both laboring men. Their numbers in 
Ireland and in the South are about the same. 
Their motive in leaving the land of their 
birth is the same, The tenants in Ireland are 
landiess, and all that they produce is 
stripped from them by the merciless land- 
lords. The negroes in the South are equally 
landless, and all that they can raise is taken 
from them by the Democratic owners of the 
soll. The Irish tenants are ground down 
Into the dust with odious and malicious land 
laws, The negroes are ground down atili 
further than the Irish, and consequently the 
necessity to leave is even greater than that 
which drives thousands of Irish to this coun- 
try. They are charged exorbitant renta. 
They are denied justice. They are arrested 
upon the most trivial pretenses and punished 
with the severest penalties of the law. They 
are bulldozed and cheated out of their rights. 
They are not allowed to vote. Their churches 
and their school-houses are burned. They 
are not permitted to educate their children. 
They are prevented from sitting on juries. 
They have been reduced in some Southerg 
States to a condition which in nearly every 
respect is as unjust and cruel as that of 
slavery. ö 

If Hancock should be elected, this perse- 
cution would recommence with fresh bitter- 
ness. These black men know this, and they 
are only waiting the result of this election to 
decide whether they shall remain in the 
South or leave it. As Tus TRispunNe once 
before said: “There is not a black man or 
woman on the remotest plantation in the 
South but understands, feels, and is con- 
vinced that the election of Hancock and En- 
glish, and the return of ‘the Democratic- 
Ognfederate party to power, will mean the 
practical reénalavement of the colored race; 
that it will mean the extinction of even their 
present nominal political rights, and with 
these will perish also their civil rights, and 
all dreams of becoming owners of property 
and controlling their labor.“ 

It is morally certain that if the Democratic 
party Is successful on Tuesday, and that if 
the Confederates return to power through 
the help of the votes of Irishmen, who con- 
stitute the bulk of the Democratic party in 
the North, one to two millions of negroes will 
start for the North in the next four years to 
escape the persecution and additional bur- 
dens that will be imposed uvon them. They 
are laborers, and naturally enough they will 
pour into the large cities, where labor is 
more in demand now than in the country. | 
They are competent to do all kinds 
of mannal labor, such as teaming, 
hauling, grain-trimming, coal-heaving, 
digging, hod-carrying, packing, butcher- 
ing, and the rough work in building, 
and their women are very useful and skill- 
ful as servants, cooks, and laundry workers. 
They can do allthis kindof labor cheaper 
than the Irish, and they will underbid them 
and crowd them out. Nor can the Irish com- 
plain. They have the right to come, and noth- 
ing can stop them if they persist in coming. 
They have certainly as good aright to come 
North as the Irish have to come here from 
Ireland, because they are native-born citi- 
zens, and they will not only come to the- 
North, but they will come to stay. 

If the Irish, therefore, want them to come 
and want a labor competition that will erowd 
them hard, they can seeure this by helping 
to elect Hancock and English. If they want 
this black labor, on the other hand, to stay 
where it is, they can effect this by voting for 
Garfield and Arthur.

PINION. 

One of the most remarkable spectacles that 
Royalty has ever furnished and one of the 
most significant indications of the power of 
the modern press is the appearance of the 
Czar of all the Russias and his brother, the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, before the bar of pub- 
lic opinion In the columns of a French peri- 
odical. It appears that in June last the 
Grand Duke, then in Paris, who commanded 
the Russian forces during the recent war. 
with Turkey, irritated at some criticisms 
that had been made upon his generalship, 
contributed an article upon the war to the 
Nowvelle Revue, a French Liberal paper, 
edited by Mme. Edmond Adam, and largely 
devoted to politics. The article was a very 
caustic one. It impugned the motives of the 
Czar by declaring that he provoked the war, 
and that his object was to seize Constanti- 
nople, and was particularly severe upon Gen. 
Milutin, the War Minister, upon whom it 
charged all the blunders that were 
made during the campaign. The appear- 
ance of the article produced a decided 
sensation in Russia, and so enraged Gen. 
Milutin that he went to the Czar as soon as 
it was discovered that the Grand Duke was 
the author and tendered his resignation. The 
Czar not only refused to accept it, but made 
the Minister the fullest reparation in his 
power by giving him 50,000 rubles and an 
annual grant from the Turkish fund, and 
also his consent that a reply should be made 
to the article in the same paper. Mme. 
Adam was shortly after notified that a reply 
would be sent fur the October number, and 
that it must end the discussion. If she was 


not ready to accept the condition it would be 


sent for publication to the Revue des Deux 
Mondes. The Madame aceepted the condi- 
tion, and in due time the article appeared. 
This was not the only consequence of the 
Grand Duke’s injudicious action. His com- 
mand was transferred to another officer, and 
he was notified by the Czar that his presence 
in Russia was undesirable, which was tanta- 
mount to exile. 

The matter of the reply has no particular | 
interest, except as it contains @ statement 
inspired by the Czar himself as to the causes 
which led Russia to declare war against 
Turkey. These causes are substantially as 
follows: When the Herzegovina insurrec- 
tion broke out Russia detected the dangers 
to Europe growing out of the relations of the 
Turks and Christians. She strove to bring 
about a Kuropean concert, but it failed. She 
then proposed the Berlin memorandum, 
which contemplated a collective naval dem- 
onstration, All the powers accepted it ex- 
eept Eugland, though five years later the 
latter Power is at the head of another naval 
demonstration to enforce the provisions of the 
Berlin Treaty. Meanwhile the tosurrection 
continued and led to horrible massacres. 
Servia and Montenegro were dragged into 
the fight. Up to this time Russia had taken 
no part in the struggle, but, when the Turks 
prepared to overwhelm these two Provinces, 
she went from Power to Power trying to 
bring about a cessation of hostilities by dip 
lomatic means. At last she sent an ultima- 
tum from Livadia to the Turks, and that ul- 
timatum saved Servia. But Montenegro was 
still threatened, and massacres of Christians 
continued. Russia continued to intercede 
for them without avail, and in vain tried to 
interest the other Powers, She made a last 
appeal to Turkey in their behalf, but it was 
contemptuously rejected. What followed is 
told in the following stirring words: 

Now, todo nothing in face of the revolting 
tacie of the massacre of Christians in Turkey and 
the voluntary impotence of Burope was im possi- 
bie. Every tradition, „ Christian conviction, 
every sentiment of the inn nation should 
bave been denied if Russia remained unmoved.

Ali this may seem stra to 
Western judges given over to the worship of 
material interests. They will see in it a sign of 


great youth; and youth is a defect only to those 
who have it no longer. 


Interesting as the subject-matter of this 
reply is from a historical point of view, the 
general reader will find the principal inter- 
est to lie in the light it throws upon the 
power of the press. In his own realm the 
Czar is absolute, and no such attack could 
have been made. upon him in the Rus 
sian press.

SUPERVISOR GEISLER. 
JUDGE DRUMMOND DECIDES IN HIS FAVOR. 
The further hearing of the petition for a writ 

of bubeas corpus in the case of Frederick Geis- 
jer, one of the United States Supervisors of 
Elections, appointed by the Circuit Judge of 
this city, was had yesterday morning before the 
‘Hon: Thomas Drummond. The interest in the 
matter seemed to be conhned to a handfu! of 
professional politicians. Tae Government was 
represented by Col. Leake, District- Attorney, 
and Messrs. J. D. Adair, D. J. Lyon, and A. IL. 
Reckwell. The municipal authorities were rep- 
resented by Col. Cameron, Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. 

Before going into the testimony, Col. Cameron 
raised the question as to whivh side should have 
the opening and close. He argucd at some 
length that when the writ of habeas corpus was 
sued out, the party making the return held the 
affirmative, and was entitied to the opening and 
the close. 

The Court held the return to be correot, and 
devolved upon the District-Attorney the burden 
of rebutting the prima facie case thus made by 
the city. 

In answer to an inquiry by the District-At- 
torney. 

The Court intimated that he would take judi- 
cial notice of the fact that an election was 
pending, at which members of Congress were to 
be elected on the first Tuesday of November, 
and that this was a properly designated place of 
registra tion. 

MR. GEISLER 
was then sworn and examired by Gen. Leake. 
He said he was appointed by the Judge of this 
court to bea Supervisor of Elections, and was 
present at the registration of voters held in the 
precinct for which he was appointed. He was 
there from morning till night, and, about 8 
o'clock in the evening. a man by the name of 
Miller came ‘in with a man named Dwyer. 
Dwyer commenced talking to the judges, and 
Saying that he would hke to see the name of 
Miller enrolled. The judge of the poll ques- 
tioned him, and finally said: “He is not longer 
than thirty days in Cook County.” Dwyer 
persisted, and, on the 
he said: “If you don't be quiet, it'll 
knock hell out of you.” Witness observed a 
policeman there, and called upon him to arrest 
Dwyer, Dut he refused, and witness then re- 
marked, “If the policeman hasn't got courage 
enough, I aman officer myself,” and showed 
Dwyer his papers containing bis appomtment. 
Dwyer continuing his interference, witness 
caught him by the collar. and said. You get 
out. I will show you that Iam boas here.” The 
moment be did that Dwyer bit him in the 
mouth, and a man named McNally jumped on 
bim, and shoved him into a corner, and said, 
“ You d—— Dutchman, we will kill you if you 
say much more.” Then the police officer came 
up and said. Well, I will arrest you both: 
come along,” and witness said, Very well, 
I am satisfied; come aloug.” On the 
road to the station, the detective, Mr. 
Duffy, came up to him and said. Geis- 
ler, don't you make such a stink and a 
row; it is better for you to let this thing g.“ 
Witness told Duffy that it was none of busi- 
ness, and that he wus under arrest. would 
go along.

JUDGE DRUMMOND. 


The Court—The only question in the case is 
whether the petitioper was legully arrested, 
fined. and imprisoned for the act which was 
done by him as it appears from the evidence be- 
fore the Court. The facts seem to be substan- 
tially these: That the celutor was appointed by 
this Court a Supervisor of Election under the 
acts of Congress, and qualitied as such, and went 
before one of the Boards of Registration in the 
First Ward of the City of Chicago to discharge 
his duty as such, and remained there during the 
most of the day on the 26th of October. The reg- 
istration took place in the usual wuy under the 
laws. of the State, and, about 8 or bait- 
past 8 o'clock in the evening, «„ man 

cuiled bimecif Miller present- 
ed bimself for registration, and some 
questions were put to bim by the judges and au- 
swers mude which threw some doubt upon his 
right to registration. They were of such a 
character as to induce the relator as Supervisor 
to object to bis reyistration, and in consequence 
of that ao altercation aryse between the S5uper- 
visor and Dwyer, who eame with Miller, as to 
his right to do so. Dwyer claimed to youch for 
Miller, and claimed that he wus entitled tu regis 
tration, e Supervisur insisted, on the other 
band, that he was not. 

There seems to be but little doubt that, prior 
to the act of violence which is complaimed of, 
there wus offensive langunge used by both par- 
ties. The Supervisor, while insisting that Mater 
should not be registered as entitied to vote, may 
bave,and perbaps did, actin a manner some- 
what offensive. He is obviously amanof quite 
excitable témperament,—be showed that aga 
wituess on the stand,—and it is quite possibie, 
therefore, he did not act in as discreet and pru- 
dent a way asa man of different temperament 
would bave done. It is also true, I think. that 
Dwyer became excited and used improper and, 
perhaps, opprobrious language to the Super- 
visors; but it is tobe recollected that while we 
can consider, for the purpose of determining 
what color is to be giventoa traneaction, the 
laneuage which is used, we bave to look at the 
acts themselves in ordec to determine whether 
they are legal. And we must consider the dif- 
ferent relations of these two persons, who have 


both used violent language to each other, and to | 
the circumstunces of the case. Mr. Dwyer was 


a volunteer there. Howas, 60 to speak, an out- 
sider. He may have had the right to come in 
and give his testimony in favor of the person 
who was presenting his claims for registration;

can have no doubt that, under the authority 
of the acts of Oongress. Mr. Geisler had the 
right, in the absence of the Marshal and his 
Deputies, as was the case here, to preserve 
order, and to arrest without warrant or process 
any person who interfered with him in the dis- 
charge of bis duty as a Supervisor. It was bis 
right, among other things, to see that mo per- 
son was improperly registered. He could, there- 
fore, ovject, if the circumstances warranted it, 
to the registration of a person offeriag himself 
for registration; and that the circumstances did 
wurrunt it is clear, because some of the judges 
themselves were in doubt us to his right to reg- 
istration, and therefore the objection of the Su- 
pervisor was autborized. 

There can be no doubt, either, that no person 
had a right to molest or interfere with the Su- 
pervisor in the diecharve of bis duty, even by 
the use ot offensive and opprobrious language. 
That, without any overt act, might be a moiesta- 
tion and interference with the Supervisor in the

Convention assembled adopted this resolution: 

Resolved, That there are questions connected with 
the fureign policy of this country whith are inferior 
to no domest’c question whatever. The time has 
come for the people of the United States to declare 
themselves in faber of free seas and proorcesive free 
trude throughout the world by solemn manifestations 
to p their moral influence at the side of their suc- 
cessful example. 

In 1860 they in general terms reaffirmed this. 
In 1864 they were so anxious for the success of 
the South and “ The Little Napoleon” that they 
forgot about a tariff, and said nothing. 

In 1868 they resolved” fora tariff for revenue 
upon foreign imports. In 1872 the Democrats 
were forced to take as their Presidential candi- 
date the most ultra protectionist of the day,— 
Horace Greeley,—and so eager were they for the 


spoils and office that they said in their platform, 
“remitting it to the peuple in their Congressional 
districts.”” 

In 1876 their platform said:

It costa the 
people five time’ more than it produces to the Treas- 
ury. obstructs the process of production, and wastes 
the fruits of labor. It promotes fraud, fosters smug- 
gitng, enriches dishonest officials, and bankrupts hon- 
est merchants. We demand that all custom-house 
ta. rat m shall be only for revenuc. 

And in 1880 in platform on which Gen. Han- 
cock was nominated, and which in his letter of 
acceptance he indorsed, stated that they reaf- 
firmed the platform of 1876 and all previous 
years.

HEAVY VERDICT.

Derrorr, Mich., Uct. 30.—One of the most 
important suits ever tried in the Wayne Cir- 
cuit Court was concluded this afternoon, 
aftera long trial. The case is that of the 
State of Michigan against the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railway for the collec- 
tion of back taxes. The Michigan Southern 
Railway was organized in the year 1846. The 
act under which it was organized provided 
that the Company should pay to the State an 
annual tax of one-half of 1 per cent upon the 
capital stock paid in, including the 8300, 
000 of purchase money paid, or to 
be paid to the State until Feb. 1, 1851, and after 
that an annual tax of three-fourths of 1 per 
cent upon its capital stock paidin, including 
the purchase money, and also upon all loans 
made to the Company for the purpose of con- 
structing the road or the purchase or con- 
struction of certain steamboats. In 1855 the 
Michigan Southern was consolidated with 
the Northern indiana Railroad Company, and 
the consolidated Company assumed the ob- 
ligations of both Companies. The State 
claimed that Company was 
bound to report to the Auditor-General 
the amount of its capital stock and loans em- 
ployed in Michigan; that since 1869 it had 
employed $5,000,000 capital and $4,000,000 
loans in this State, and that it had never re- 
ported the full amounts, and had not paid 
the full amount of the tax. Interest was 
claimed from the time each became due. 
For two items on which taxes were 
claimed to be due, which did appear 
in the annual reports, no interest was 
claimed except since the commencement of 
the suit. Some of the loans made to the 
Company were discounted to the amount of 
20 per cent, but the Attorney-General claimed 
that interest should be paid on the full 
amount of the loan at its par value, and not 
on theamount actually paid to the Company. 
On the other hand, the Company claimed 
that it did not affirmatively appear that the 
money realized from the increase in the 
Company's capital was applied to the 
purposes) mentioned in the charter 
which “would subject them to  taxa- 
tion.

They hold that 
God not only was, butis; not only created 
the world, but governsit; has a permanent 
and vital relation to His creatures, may sus- 
pend or modify His laws, having, hke all 
other thinking beings, afree will, and is at all 
events cognizant of their prayers, aspira- 
tions, ana efforts to approach Him. That 
faith, carrying with it as it does some belief 
in the utility of prayer, a strong inclination 
towards worship. and a stronger desire to 
obey all that ascertained of His will, 
is, though we fu Amit it to be insuflicient, 
not by any means hecessarily a cold“ one. 
On the contrary, it may be a very hot one. 

We shall produce a shower of remon- 
strances when we say that the very spirit of 
Theism, dominating and sometimes suppress- 
ing Christianity. a ars in all forms of Cal- 
vinism, is prominent in all Scotch theology 
of the popular kind, —we believe thou- 
sands of Seotchmen hold right and wrong to 
be distinguished from each other because 
God has distinguished them,—and is the very 
soul and vital principle of the theology of 
New England and the sterner division of the 
Puritans. God is so present to their minds— 
God the Ruler—that Christ sinks ont of sight. 
The faith hitherto has not appeared, except 
in individuals, unaccompanied by a belief 
that God has directly revealed Himself to 
man; but it is appearing now, and it would not 
necessarily be a cold one. On the contrary, 
it would probably be a very warm one, would 
be obeyed by its votaries, so far as they could 
see implicitly, and would gradually, if main- 


ith tempers of iron, ready to prosecute to 
the death all who disbelieve, and therefore 
rebelled, pitilesty moral, though the 
morality might not be ours, and at once 
as resigned and as stern as the true 
Legitimists usually are.

The Archbishop of Canterbury is fearing a 
Theism which is old Deism, and we Wonder 
if his. dread has much foundation. We 
should think not. No individual, or group 
of individuals, can quite trace all the di- 
rections in which the mind of a nation is 
drifting; but we should say that the phase of 
indifference to religion which appears from 
time to time in English life is just now 
very distant, and that when it arrives 
it will not be based upon the notion of a 
God in a state of supended animation. 
That form of Deism never got down very 
deep, and never will. There is none of 
the comfort of negation in it. .It is a 
religion, but a religion for the content, and 
the body of English-speaking mankind at all 
events will not speedily be content, will de- 
mand some solace under its miseries which 
Deism does not offer, and some guidance 
which it rather sneerfngly declines to afford. 
Men have waked up far enough to wish the 
problem solved, and, after all, itis a double 
problem and not a single one.

ored age. The party which is called Broad 
Church, and which prefers not to be called 
a party at all, which, in point of fact. is 
not a party,—which has no party in- 
terests, nfo party orgapfation, 10, party 
i shibboleths, which would be tise to 
‘its own most cherished principles if if strove 
to en!ist either for its friends the loud eulégies 
‘or for its opponents the envenomed deprecia- 
tions of party newspapers,—dates its revival 
from the Cambridge Platonists. 
shadow of enmity towards the Hien Church 
party. Like them, it at s deep value to 
the historie continuity of the Chureh; like 
them, it has no jealousy of symbols; like 
them, it delights in art and music as conse- 
crated handinaids in the service of reifgion. 
It has no shadow of enmity towards the Low 
Church party. Like them, it claims for every 
soul immediate access to God through Christ; 
like them, it accepts reason and conscience 
as more sacred than any outward authority; 
like them, it wholly relies on the one offering 
for sin once offered. But, with the Cam- 
bridge Platonists, it would turn men away 
from ‘fierceness of opinions’: it desires to 
put oh reason as the sacerdotal breastplate 
of its priestiy habiliments; it holds fast to 
the truth that the spirit of man is the candle 
of the Lord; it does not believe either that 
all wisdom died with the Fathers, or ‘that 
the Reformers locked the door of religious 
truth and flung away the key forever.“ And 
surely such a party may claim for itself the 
tolerance which it most cheerfully concedes 
to others when, in ancient days, it may 
claim the grant names of Origen and St. 
Gregory of Nyssa and St. Gregory of 
Nazianzen and the school of Antioch: 
and in modern days the names of Bacon and 
Hales, and Jeremy Taylor and Tillotson, and 
Coleridge and Arnold, 
Thirlwall. Would the Church have been bet 
ter without such names? Would it have — 
better without the High Church names 0 
Hooker and Ken, and Keble and Pusey?

Cecil and Newton, and Simeon and Wilber- 
force, and Venn? Does not the Very exist- 
ence of such differing views among holy men 
show that if ‘diversity without unity is 
discord,’ on the other hand unity without 
diversity is death’? I hold, n, that these 
schools have been of inestimabl? service to 
the Church. The Low Church party revived 
the earnestness of spiritual religion: the High 
Chureh party rescued forgotten truths, stim- 
ulated slumbering energy, renewed the order, 
the beauty, the reverence of worship. Broad 
Churchmen, ever ready to work with both, 
devoted themselves with no little suecess to 
the study of exegesis, and did no little te co- 
ordinate the data of revealed truth with the 


discoveries of advancing knowledge. 
This has been their influence up mn 
the Church: and what has been their 


influence upon each other? It has been to 
widen, tg stimulate, to harmonize; to prevent 
those tfutus from being obliterated which 
each severally maintains: to prevent the tyr- 
anny of ignorant narrowness, sacerdotal ar- 
rogance, and latitudinarian indifference; to 
sfye each other from the common blight og 
arisaism—the Pharisaism of loveless 
refigionism ; the Pharisaism of exaggerated 
obseryanees: the Pharisaism of doctrinak 
laxity, or intellectual disdain. In conclu- 
sion, three parties are inevitable, but parti- 
sanship is always wrong. Uniformity is im- 
possible: unity is a sacred duty. ‘Sympathy, 
tolerance, candor are imumdent on all alike: 
jealousies and revilings are always, and in all 
men, a grievous sin. ‘The Jewish schools 
were rept asunder between the followers of 
Shammai and Hillel.

There is an old saying that has come down 
to us from classiéal times, to the effect that 
we never really know a man until we have 
read his will; and the saying might be very 
greatly widened in its application without 
losing any of its truth, for there dre certain 
phases of human nature Which could hardly 
be understood in their full significance, save 
as illustrated in a collection of 

“LAST WILLS AND TESTAMENTS.” 

One would suppose that in the most solemn 
act of his life—standing by forecast, as it 
were, in the very presence-chamber of death 
— man would lay aside, his foibles, 
and abjure, for the moment at least, his 
purely personal and egotistic sentiments; yet 
the record-offices show that there is nothing 
in which the weaknesses, be eccentricities, 
the passions, and the antipathies of men are 
more likely to be displayed than in those 
solemn transactions by which they anticipate 
the decree of Fate and separate themselves 
from all merely selfish and earthly interests. 
It is this which, aside from the entertain- 
ment to be derived from it, givesa sort of 
value to such a volume as that compiled by 
the author of “Flemish Interiors,” and en- 
titled *‘ Curiosities of the\Search-Room: A 
Collection of Serious and Whimsical Wills,” 
of the contents of which tha following is a 
running summary: 

The custom of will- ing appears to have 
been of very great antiquity, and long before 
the degree of civilization that led to their be- 
ing i¢ft in writing was attained, they are said 
to have been made orally. It has been as- 
serted by Eusebius, Origen, and other patris- 
tic writers, that 

NOAH MADE A WILL; | 
and Xilander took the “trouble to translate 
into Latin the account of it given in Greek 
by Cagirenus; ilastrius, Bishop of Brescia 
in the féurth cehtury, declares all persons 
heretical who deny the division of the world 
as made by the will of Noah to his three 
sons; and obe writer even pretends 
to give the very words in which 
the deed was drawn up. These writers 


further declare that the usage was common 


in patkiarchal times; but, if this bago, it is 


somewhat surprising that e do not find 
any such transactions recorded in the Script- 


ures. 

Some antiquarians assert that written wills 
originated, like so many other of the sup- 
posed achievements of later civilization, with 
the Egyptians; and though no conclusive 
evidence of “this has yet been adduced, there 
are good grounds for inferring that the prac- 
tice of bequeathing property by will existed 
among Orientals as far back as the memory 
of man extends. The liest authentic will 
cited by the author of the present work is 
that of Sennacherib, the Assyrian, which 
was found in the royal library of Konyunjik, 
and which bequeaths to his favorit son, 
Esarhaddon, “certain bracelets, coronets, 
and other precious objects of gold, ivory, and 

recious stones, deposited for safe-keeping 
‘in the tempie of Nebo.”’ . 

_ AMONG THE GREEKS 

the custom was well established, and amon 
the Wills of Remarkable Persons,” which 
constitute Part III. of the work under no- 
tice, we find the wills of Endamidas of Cor- 
inth, of Plato, and of Aristotle. Still earlier 
than these, and one of the most remote on 
record, is the will of Telemachus, cited by 
Homer, in which, lest they fall into the 
hands of his en mies, he ueaths to Pir- 
aeus all the p nts that had been made 
to him by Menelaus; but he adds, In case 1 
should slay them and survive, you are 

to restore them to me in my palace—-a'task 
as joyous to you to accomplish as to myself 
to profit by.” The Greeks seem to have ex. 
hibited a conscientious regard for the be- 
hests of the departed, and, although it some- 
times happened that wills were forged and 
adroitly substituted for the originals, as 
Aristotle tells us, yet they adopted 
as a precautionary measure the system of 
depositing them in a_ public office, and ap- 
pointing witnesses to the fact. Demosthenes 
mentions in one of his orations that, at the 
end of a testamentary document, it was cus- 
tomary to imprecate the most formidable 
curses on those who should attempt to vio- 
late the wishes of the testator. 

AMONG THE ROMANS, 

wills do not appear to have been known be- 
fore the Twelve Tabies, on which foundation 
they were made to rest; but afterward the 
practice became greatly elaborated and sys- 
tematized, and Justinian describes three dif- 
ferent categories under which wills could be 
made, Of the Roman wills cited in the pres- 
ent volume that of Virgil is chiefly remarka- 
ble, because in one clause of it he ordered 
the Eneid“ to be burned, ** Ut rem emen- 
datam imperfectamque.” Being assured, 
however, that Augustus would never 
consent to have this vandal behest car- 
ried out, he subsequently added another 
clause, in which he ordered that, in case he 
should die before he had time to finish and 
revise his MSS., the verses should be pub- 
lished exactly as he left them. A long ab- 
stract is given of the willof Augustus Crsar, 
which has an important historical as well as 
personal interest. In it the distinguished 
testator calls attention to the fact that he left 
to his heirs oy 150,000,000 sesterces (about 
$6,000,000), although he had received b 
testamentary donations more than five mill- 
iards of sesterces; (about 1 and 
adds that he had employed all the rest in the 
service of the state, as well as his two pater- 
nal patrimonies (that of Caius Octavius, his 
own father, and that of Julius Cesar, his 
adopted father), and his other family inherit- 
ances.
